Hi Ronnie: 
First off, get those tubes checked. Find someone with a tube tester. 


Next, start at the loudspeaker and make sure that it and its connections are 
good. Then go back towards the audio amplifier stages. See how the AF block 


works into your loudspeaker. Does the Standby switch operate properly? Can 
you hear the BFO noise when switching it On? Make these types of operationl 
tests to try and sectionalize the problem. Use your ears, eyes, and even 
sesne of smell. Work in a quiet room. 


If you're satisfied that the AF stages are working okay (and you can inject 
hum using nothing more than a screwdriver tip and your finger under a 
fluorescent light), proceed back towards the detector and IF stages, etc. 
working your way towards the front-end of the set. Be careful of the high 
voltage! 


A cheap $20 Heathkit or Eico signal generator (flea market type) is helpful, 
but a simple 2-transistor multivibrator, rich in harmonics, can assist as 
well, except when aligning the set. Old Heathkit signal tracers are also 
excellent troubleshooting tools, especially for noise. 


Recently, I had some nasty noise in my 51J-4, and found it with a signal 
tracer. I was tinkering with the tracer while going from plate to grid, 
plate to grid, etc. tracing the noise from back towards front. Just as most 
technicians almost absentmindedly zero ohmmeter leads occasionally as they 
work, i would put the signal tracer's probe on ground from time to time, 
quieting the beastie as I thought things through. 


Whoa! I put the probe on a grounded terminal of a tie strip and there was 
noise, but no noise on the chassis just a half inch away. What gives? I 
reached for a 1/-4-in. SpinTite wrench and tightened the bolt holding the 
grounded terminal strip to the chassis. Voila! No more noise. 


Now, as for the "slight hum" that you hear; does it increase as you turn the 
VOL control up? If so, then that hum on the audio path is likely being 
properly amplified. Is the hum 60 Hz or 120 Hz. Determining that will tell 
you if it's noise hum or power supply ripple, respectively. 


Be methodical. Again, work from the tail end (audio stages) of the set 
towards the front-end. If you need some realtime help, contact me offline 
and I'll give you my landline number, and some tips and techniques for 
injecting signals. 


Also, be sure to test the power supply first. Make sure that you have all 
requisite B+ and filament voltages.

If you haven't seen 
it yet, there is a new kit in town. It's tiny! “Is it really tiny?" You 
bet it is! The professional double-sided plated-through hole board measures 
only 1" x 1-3/8"!!! I£ you've ever wanted to try sub-miniature 


milliwatting... this is the way to do it! The "71" is smaller than the 
Tiny-Tornado, Pixie 2, Micro-80, and even the KnightSMiTe!!!

One of the big failure modes in old tube gear is the tube sockets. They are 
tinned 

and oxidize. Of course the IR losses and subsequent heating at the connection 
are positive feedback to accelerate the failure. 

Replacing tubes is expensive these days so it is a good idea to make sure that 
the problem does not reside in the socket or oxidized tube pins . 

A good contact cleaner will often get things going again. I have a stash of 
General Cement 

products that work well. (Even Contactene containing Carbon 
Tet....discontinued) :-) 

A careful visual inspection of the sockets may reveal a loose fit at one 

pin and 

can be adjusted with a dental pick . You can check the socket tension with 


a piece 

of solid wire the same diameter as a tube pin 

Tube pins are easily cleaned by grabbing each pin lightly with long nose 
pliers with 

decent serrations on the jaw surface and moving back and forth on the pin. 
I worked in a service shop as a teenager and these are some of the standard 
methods.
